G.S.R. 1042.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), and in supersession of the Rice (Madhya Pra¬ 
desh) Second Price Control Order, 1958, published with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department of Food) 
No. G.S.R. 1229 dated the 23rd December, 1958, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order, namely: — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement— (l) This Order may be called the 
Rice (Madhya Pradesh) Price Control Order, 1961. 

(2) It extends to the Districts of the State of Madhya Pradesh specified in 
Schedule I to this Order. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Maximum prices at which rice may be sold.—(1) Tire maximum prices at 
which rice of Coarse, Medium II, Medium 1, Fine III, Fine II and Fine I grades 
may be sold In wholesale quantities in any area In the districts to which this 
Order extends shall be,— 

(a) in case the metric system of weights is In force in such area,— 

(i) in rail-head markets, at the rate specified in column (2) of Schedule 11 
to this Order applicable to the appropriate grade; 

(11) in non-rail-head markets, at the centres specified in column (1) of Sche¬ 
dule III to this Order, at the rate applicable to the appropriate grade 
specified in the corresponding entry in column (2), (3), (4), (5), (6) or 
(7) of the said Schedule; 

(b) tn any other case,— 

(i) in rail-head markets, at the rates specified in column (2) or (3) of 
Schedule II to this Order applicable to the appropriate grade, accord¬ 
ing as the transaction Is in terms of quintals or maunds; 

(11) in non-rail-head markets, at the centres specified In column (1) of Sche¬ 
dule III or Schedule IV to this Order, at the rate applicable to the 
appropriate grade specified in the corresponding entry In column (2), 
(3), (4), (5), (6) or (7) of Schedule III or of Schedule IV, according as 
the transaction Is In terms of quintals or maunds. 
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(2) For Jhe purposes of sub-clause (1),—- 

(a) a maund is equivalent in weight to O'37 quintal or 82 2/7 lbs, 

(b) ‘sale in wholesale quantities’ means sole in quantities exceeding ten 

maunds or 3 • 73 quintals in any one transaction; 

(c) ‘Coarse’, ‘Medium II’, ‘Medium I’, ‘Fine III’, ‘Fine II’, ‘Fine F, respective¬ 

ly mean any one of the varieties of rice specified against the respective 
grade in Schedule V to this Order; 

(d) the prices specified are,— 

( 1 ) for naked grains and for delivery ex-sellers’ godown, and 

(ii) for fair average quality conforming to the specification prescribed in 
Schedule VI to this Order applicable to the respective grade of rice; 
for rice below the fair average quality, the maximum price shall be 
determined by reducing the specified price by the amounts of cuts 
indicated in the said specification applicable to the respective grade 
of rice; 


(e) for rice packed, marked and delivered in new gunny bags containing 
2J maunds or 0 ■ 94 quintal (net) of rice, the prices specified shall be 
increased by— 

(i) 70 nP. per maund or, as the case may be, Rs. 1 ■ 38 per quintal, if the 
gunny ts of B Twill variety; or 

(ill 56 nP. per maund or, as the case may be, Ra, 1 1 50 per quintal, if the 
gunny is of D,W. variety.
